Our study is a result of the yearly health inspection that every restaurant in New York is required to complete 
scheduled for a surprise health inspection at least once a year, including cafeterias housed inside bank 
headquarters across the city. 

What happens is Health Department inspectors check for compliance in food handling, food temperature, personal 
hygiene, facility and equipment maintenance, and the grossest part -- vermin control. 

And in all of those "nice" cafeterias you eat every day, the inspectors find mice, cockroaches, germ hotbeds, and 
worse. 

So if you are one of the none who is thinking whatever, it's just a cute little mouse dropping in my pasta -- don't, 
because the number of points given for a particular violation depends on the extent of the health risk it poses to the 
public. 

In other words, it's not just a meaningless violation, it means your cafeteria is feeding you food that is potentially 
destroying your body from the inside out. 

Violations fall into three categories: 

1 A public health hazard, like failing to keep food at the right temperature to prevent the growth of bacteria. 
If the violation can't be fixed before the end of the inspection, the Health Department may close the 
cafeteria until the hazard has been removed. It carries a minimum of 7 points. 

2. A critical violation, such as the presence of rodents, carries a minimum of 5 points. 

3. A general violation, such as not properly sanitizing cooking utensils, carries arries a minimum of 2 
points.

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This is the eighth of Lost City's guides to the shards of living history and cultural potency 
that remain in various s\ew York neighborhoods. The tours are published 'occasionally

First oIT, let me say that 1 consider the western border of Boerum Hill to run straight 
down Smith Street. I know that there is some dispute about this* Some say it stretches to 
Court Street. But 1 suspect this is the work of real estate brokers who know the listing 
"Cobble HUT will fetch them more money that "Boerum HilL" Furthermore, I don't know 
any merchant on the east side of Court who thinks they're part of Boerum HilL 

1 am perfectly in accord with the other borders; State Street at the north end, Fourth 
Avenue to the east and Warren Street to the south. For many years, 1 considered the 
neighborhood a kind of Johnny-come-lately wannabe area, riding on the fast-gentrifying 
coattails of Cobble Hill and Carroll Gardens. In the last five years though, though many 
bike trips through its street, I've come to love the place and recognize it as having a 
distinct character of its own* 

THE NEW ST. CLAIR RESTAURANT: This diner is as good a place as any to begin a 
Boerum Hill tour. Founded in 1920 at the corner of Smith and Atlantic, it's one of the 
oldest, consistently operating businesses in the area and has seen many waves of 
incomers, from Italians and Irish to Hispanic peoples to Yuppies. It's been through a few 
transformations in that time, the most recent being in 2008. So it doesn't look very old* 
But its spirit is. 

THE STATE STREET HOUSES: Walk north to State Street. The block of State between 
Smith and Hoyt contains 23 beautifully preserved Renaissance Revival brownstones 
dating from the l&40s to the 1870s. The group is landmarked. 

CHURCHES: Head back to Atlantic. At the north corner with Bond, there's the stark 
Byelorussian Autocephalic Orthodox Church, which is kind of simple and plain, but 
which I love because it's called the Byelorussian Autocephalic Orthodox Church. Down 
the block is the House of the Lord Pentecostal Church, a nice Romanesque Revival job. It 
used to be the Swedish Pilgrims' Evangelical Church, when there were tons of Swedes 
along Atlantic. 
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Fairly often now, I get e-mails from out-of-town readers of Lost City who are planning on 
visiting NYC and want to know what classic Gotham spots they should visit* Aside from 
the Empire State and Grand Central and the other hugely obvious destinations, 1 mean. 
So, rather than continuing to answer these queries piecemeal (though 1T1 continue to do 
that if people ask), I've decided to taclde the matter neighborhood by neighborhood, 
starting with this item on Times Square. I figure, anything that helps these old 
businesses stay afloat is for the good, so might as well direct as much traffic thataway as 
possible. 

I'm starting with Times Square for a few reasons. One, it's where every tourist ends up 
eventually, so a guide to it will be of the most use. Two, there's precious little of Old New 
York left there, and, as I'm freaking lazy, it will be an easy thing to write up. 

Also, keep in mind; this is not meant to be an ideal of complete-ism. It's a smattering, a 
selection, a best-of. Also, I'm focusing on things that are still there, not This is where this 
was," or "On this spot once stood." Living history, not dead history. Contrary to some 
ideas people have of this blog, Lost City is not about nostalgia (not entirely, anyway): it's 
about old, but living and breathing places that ought to be celebrated and preserved. 

So, here we go. 

BROADWAY THEATRES: Even if you don't like theatre, go to a Broadway show. This 
collection of 30-odd old theatres has no architectural equivalent in the United States. 
They are gorgeous buildings, inside and out. The New Amsterdam's interior has the most 
opulent glitz for your buck (Don't miss the former gentlemen's lounge downstairs, with 
its murals and circular bar). The Hirschfeid is exotic, the Booth intimate and the 
Shubert's a beaut. And if you're really looking for the oldest everything, go to the ornate 
Lyceum, built in 1903 and the oldest continually operating Broadway theatre. 

AMC EMPIRE 25 CINEPLEX: This 42nd Street movie house used to be the Eltinge 
Theatre, named after Julian Eltinge, the greatest female impersonator of the early 20th 
Century. The old ceiling murals are still there* 

THE NEW YORK TIMES BUILDING: This grand structure on 43rd Street is where the 
paper did business for most ofthe 20th century. A great building no matter who 
occupies it next. 

THE PARAMOUNT BUILDING: An Art Deco gem on 7th Avenue and 43rd, and one ofthe 
oldest surviving buildings in an area now littered with colorless glass boxes. Frank 
Sinatra wowed them here. The mountain-like structure has a beautiful, illuminated, 
four-sided clock which chimes "Give My Regards to Broadway" every night at 7:45. Take

"Do you have any spare change?"

It can be fattier shocking to see so many homeless people in America (at feast in San Franctsco). They live on the streets 
all the year round. They sleep on the sidewalks bundled-up with old clothes and dirty blankets. They use shoooina carts 
from Safeway to keep and transport their belongings (by the way in Washington, DC homeless people use suitcases

There are different reasons why so many people live on the streets: culture (way of living accepted by the society), 
climate (warm weather during almost the whole year), economy (it js easy to loose everything you have), social welfare 
system (no system of protection and help for those in need) etc. But whatever the reason is these people still remain 
Americans by nature So if they beg they do it differently in comparison to their Russian counterparts. 

To my mind the main difference is that they percieve begging as a Job Just staying silently at the corner with your patm 
turned up and waiting for somebody's mercy is considered as dilettantism. To succeed a beggar needs to be creative or 
at least active. 

After some observations made I can distinguish between the following three begging strategies American homeless 
people pursue: 

1) Entertainment A person demonstrates some skills or even talent- playing a musical instrument for example- 
and passersby give alms. However it is rather rare when homeless people have any particular talent that can be 
capitalized in such a way. But this fact is not an obstacle to exploit this strategy. Instead ot demonstration ot some 
skills homeless people demonstrate advance in stupidity that being weird, appeals to people even more. For 
example, instead of playing a real violin a person can pretend to play something like a violin making noises and 
faces. 

2) Fundraising. This strategy exists in two main formats: a) messages about some difficulties a person experiences 
- like "Need money for a ticket 1 ' (in Russia people usually ask money for surgery); b) funny messages like "Why lie? 
I need a beer!" Fundraising requires less activity and easier to implement but at the same time it is difficult to find a 
really unique niche because rivals can easily copy even the most creative message. 

3) Providing services Service is a broad concept so almost everything can fall into this category For example, 
homeless people can help you to bring your bags from grocery store to your car. But the most popular way is 
begging alms by asking the following question: "Do you have any spare change?" So it sounds (ike they provide you 
a service of utilization of change you don't need. 

"Is a homeless person a looser or he/she is lost?" It seems like in the USA the answer is neither of these two options 
Americans think homeless people are first of all individuals who have right to choose how to live. Taking care of yourself 
is your responsibility and nobody else's. That can be one of the ma in reasons why there is no any effective system of 
stiDDOrt for them. But it doesn't mean Americans are indifferent to those who are homeless. On the contrarv. homeless 
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Before I came to the US, I thought that language history, and art are among the core values of a nation and constitute 
the main ingredients of patriotism. If people speak the same language, share the same cultural codes, and are aware of 
things that happened to their home country in the past then it would be easier for them to be proud of their state and 
identify themselves as part of a nation. However this recipe does not appear to work in the US, 

Indeed, the US has a relatively short history and rather modest cultural heritage It is also inhabited by immigrants from 
all over the world who represent diverse cultural communities and ethnic minorities. Therefore, the country does not 
have any conditions for the emergence of patriotism. A "global citizenship* is more tikely to arise from this context in 
which people do not care much about intimate feelings for their own country. However, Americans do love America and 
demonstrate patriotic behaviors very often! So either the American version of patriotism stems from a different root or 
Americans love their country in a different manner (at least in comparison to Russians). 

For Russians, love for their country is often a result of a mental process during which the first step is a comparison to 
other countries, mostly by "external" parameters such as the level of political power, the size of the territory, the number 
of victories in wars and sport competitions, and the standards of living. It is interesting to envision what happens next if 
the comparison is not a favorable one! The second step is to find support for your patriotic feelings in "internal" factors 
such as the richness of Russian language, the complexity of Russian history, and the superiority of Russian classic 
literature. For instance, a novel by Pushkin standing on the bookshelf is the true symbol of patriotism in Russia. 

The main symbol of patriotism for Americans is the flag of their country. It is funny that the most impressive exhibition in 
the National Museum of American history in Washington, DC is a huge National Flao ! The woman who sewed the first 
flag became a national hero and her house in Philadelphia was "upgraded" into a museum . One of my first impressions 
of the US was that there are lots of flags depicted and hung in virtually all public places -metro cars, buses, and 
buildings! Similarly, the colors of the American flag are widely used in lots of things, for example, cups for parties and 
clothes What does the flag mean for Americans? What kind of patriotism does it symbolize? Personally, the easiest way 
to find the answers for these questions Is to compare America to my home country. So.«

This reporter then took a pedicab to Sixth Street to 

investigate. I was about to ask my pedicab driver 

whether he'd ever heard of Dirty Sixth and, if it exists, 

whether he'd be dropping me off there. Then he turned up Trinity toward Sixth, we both held our 

breath from the waste-laden wind, and the question pretty much answered itself. 

Though technically the Downtown strip is on East Sixth, that term - East Sixth - has become 
shorthand for the more laid-back, locals-friendly neighborhood east of 1-35 that exploded in the 
Aughties. "Dirty Sixth" - famous for shot bars, tourists, and stumbling-drunk undergrads - sits 
west of the highway, and it's currently undergoing a renaissance of its own. 

Whether or not you buy into the "dirty" hype, Easy Tiger (709 E. Sixth), with its ebullient national 
rankings for beer and food, would count among the waves washing it clean. The ELM Restaurant 
Group, which also created 24 Diner (600 N. Lamar), bought the space on East Sixth three years ago 
and opened Easy Tiger in 201 2. 

"Those bushes that we cleared out by the building were loaded with shit - literally and figuratively," 
says Drew Curren, chef and ELM partner. "For the first several months, we had to call 91 1 two to 
three times a day." They called for situations ranging from theft to homeless people using the beer 
garden's Ping-Pong area as a free, amenity-less hostel. 

Scott Hentschel, also a partner of ELM, wouldn't 
consider the location when Linda Asaf, a recruiter for 
Downtown Austin Alliance, approached him while 
eating at 24 Diner in 2010. "We said, no, we don't even 
have to get off our barstool," Hentschel recalls.

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Diane Millich's ex-husband was never arrested for any of the more than 100 times he slapped, kicked or 
punched her before showing up at her Colorado workplace and firing a 9 mm pistol, wounding the co-worker 
who pushed her out of the way. 

When he was finally arrested in New Mexico weeks after the shooting, he was treated as a first-time offender, 
according to a report from the Associated Press. 

Why? Because while Millich is Native American, her ex-husband is not and all the domestic violence took 
place on the Southern Ute reservation.

The pending 
renewal of the Violence Against Women Act seemed a good chance to do that 

But the act has become entangled in election-year politics, with each party adding language on other issues 
that infuriates the other. Although the version the Senate passed 68-31 would follow the Justice Department 
recommendations and give tribes the power to prosecute non-Indians in tribal courts, the House so far has 
not. The House could change its mind and add the provisions as soon as this week when it is expected to 
consider the bill. 

Millich said a change in the law certainly would have helped her deal with the abuse in her marriage, which 
began with slapping and pushing when she was a 24-year-old newlywed. After a year, Millich filed for divorce 
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Around the world at least one woman in every three has been beaten, coerced into sex, or otherwise abused in her 
lifetime. Most often the abuser is a member of her own family (Heise). According to the National Victim Center, rape is 
considered "the most underreported violent crime in America." In a large national survey of American women, only 16% 
of the rapes (approximately one out of every six) had ever been reported to the police. Global Rights' Living with 
Violence: A National Report on Domestic Abuse in Afghanistan ... presents the findings of surveys on domestic violence 
conducted with women in 4,700 households in 16 provinces located across Afghanistan in 2006. The report concluded 
that:

These statistics only further show that violence against women is both a local, national, and global problem. But, if this 
is such a large scale global problem, why do so many women refuse to report their abuse? Why do men think it's okay 
to treat their wives, sisters, nieces, and even grand-daughters in this manner? Why do so many justice systems find it 
acceptable to sweep the injustice of women under the rug? These are all questions that we must demand answers for.

A new release from the CDC 
reports that nearly a quartern!

Nothing in the news today unscores this reality better than the story

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Domestic Violence Response Team (DVRT) 
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Domestic violence is a serious problem with far reaching effects in communities. According to the Illinois Attorney 
General's office, 31 % of American women report having been physically or sexually abused by a husband or 
boyfriend. Approximately 240,000 pregnant women are battered each year. Domestic violence costs American 
businesses S5.8 billion each year: S4.1 billion in direct medical and mental health expenses, and $ 1 7 in lost 
productivity. (Centers for Disease Control and Prevention, Costs of Intimate Partner Violence Against Women in the 
United States, April 2003.) Domestic violence affects all ethnicities and socio-economic classes. 

The Schaumburg Police Department has taken a victim sensitive approach as it relates to domestic violence and 
implemented a change of policy of zero tolerance against domestic abusers. Officers will make an arrest for 
domestic battery when probable cause exists, as opposed to the Illinois Supreme Court ruling that states an officer 
may make an arrest for domestic battery when probable cause exists. Complaints are signed on behalf of the victim 
when the victim is reluctant 

The Schaumburg Police Department's Domestic Violence Response Team (DVRT) is made up of eleven patrol 

officers from all three shifts, three social workers, one crime analyst, three detectives, one sergeant and one 

lieutenant. 

The goals of the team are: 

• To provide effective and improved service to victims of domestic violence. 

• To provide a thorough, professional investigation for the State's Attorney's Office. 

• To have a current understanding of domestic violence, the laws that pertain to it, and to have the versatility to 

adjust and change with the times. 

• To offer a combined, consistent departmental approach from social services, patrol, administration, and 

investigations in an attempt to break the cycle of repeat calls and escalating violence. 

The Domestic Violence Response Team collects information on all domestic related incidents. The crime analyst 
compiles data to determine when the police department has responded to three or more domestic incidents in a six 
month period to the same address or with the same parties. AH domestic reports are reviewed by the social services 
department and the DVRT supervisors. The criteria for DVRT response are domestic arrests and multiple calls for 
service. Every domestic battery arrest is assigned to the team for follow up, as well as places or persons who have 
had three or more police responses. When these "Domestic Hot Spots" are identified, they are more closely 
monitored for intervention.

The meeting, the annual General Assembly session of the Organization of American States, followed a report by the organization that 
called for "flexible approaches' in drug policy and included a headline-grabbing suggestion that the legalization of marijuana be 
serio u sl y discussed . 

Even before the report, Uruguay moved toward a state- regulated marijuana market . Guatemala has talked approvingly of the idea. And 
the president of Colombia has said marijuana should be legalized worldwide, though his country would not take the first step. 

So how quickly will pot shops open throughout the region? Not very. 

The frustration with current drug policy - with its high costs, death tolls in the tens of thousands across the Americas and persistent 
heavy flow of narcotics — is very real. Consensus on what to do about it, however, is much harder to come by. Diplomats here even 
tussled behind the scenes on how to follow up on the report and how further talks should be conducted. 

The focus on the crack in the door for legalization has obscured the fact that several countries in the thick of the problem, and not just 
the United States, are cool to the idea or reject it outright as any solution to the violence or as a way to control consumption. 

Brazil has opposed legalization of any drug, and its antidrug chief was fired two years ago after comments perceived as a softened 
stance on drug users. 

The head of Peru's antidrug agency told reporters after the OAS. report came out that it rejected legalization and was already 
overwhelmed with trying to treat the growing number of drug consumers there- 
Mexico, too, has rejected wholesale legalization, even though former President Vicente Fox expressed his support this week for 
marijuana legalization and said he would even become a marijuana farmer 

One of the more blunt antilegalization voices here came from Nicaragua, Denis Moncada, ambassador to the organization, told the 
gathering, "Replacing and weakening the public policies and strategies now in use to combat the hemispheric drug problem would end 
up creating dangerous voids and jeopardize the security and well-being of our citizens." 

Public opinion polls in the region, which trends conservative on social issues, generally show disapproval for the idea and, unlike the 
United States, few countries have an older generation that is comfortable with the drug and might advocate for it. 

"In the United States, public opinion leads politicians and not the other way around," said John Walsh, a drug policy analyst at the 
Washington Office on Latin America who follows the region closely. "In Latin America, it is going to be a ways before that happens." 

Still, he said, the drug report went further than expected by breaking a taboo of not even discussing legalization, though it rejected talk 
on liberalizing laws against more powerful drugs like cocaine. Over all, he said, the report could give countries leverage to challenge 
hardened American oositions.

"green card"

Katrina entered the American Civic Association and asked if the organization could 
assist her in obtaining a permanent residency permit issued to non-citizens, 
commonly called a "green card". She explained that she was a recent immigrant 
from Haiti and is married to a local U.S. citizen, but was separated from her 
husband due to his severe abuse of her. 



The American Civic Association, which receives funds 
from United Way of Broome County, provides 
immigrants and refugees with critical services to help 
them become self-sufficient community members and 
citizens as part of its mission. One service the ACA 
provides is to assist abused spouses, mostly women, 
file for permanent residency, or ''adjustment". 

Individuals that enter the United States as a fiancee or 
spouse initially receive conditional residency based 
on their marriage or engagement to an American 
citizen. At the end of a temporary period of two years 
the immigrant must file for a green card. 
Unfortunately, a large number of immigrants find 

their path to permanent residency at least temporarily blocked because of an 

abusive relationship with their partner or spouse. 




However, individuals in an abusive relationship or marriage have the opportunity 
for adjustment on their own through a self-petition. After an initial intake 
assessment, the ACA determined that Katrina had a viable case for a self-petition. 

The ACA assisted Katrina in preparing the initial application for residency. Under 
United States rules, the self-petitioning applicant must prove two key elements: 
both a good-faith marriage and significant abuse. Unfortunately, victims of abuse 
often have great difficulty proving these elements.

According to the American Institute on 
Domestic Violence , the health related costs 
of violence towards spouses and intimate 
partners from assault, stalking, rape and 
other abuse exceeds $5.8 billion a year in the 
U.S. The fact is that many of these women 
being abused, stalked and murdered are not 
the stereo-typical, old B-movie idea of a 
woman who is victimized by her spouse or 
boyfriend. Blue collar, white collar and 
wealthy women alike are victimized. Stigma, 
shame and fear keep many women from 
seeking help. 



Many Christian women are also greatly 
affected by domestic violence in their homes and yet few talk about it. The fear of exposing their 
secret shame in the home is one of the reasons. Fear of their spouse is another. And yet, fear of the 
Church and the way they will possibly be treated if anyone knew about the secret pain is yet 
another reason.

Numerous married and single women live in fear of a violent offender every single day. As 
Christians, part of our duty is to treat others as we want to be treated but many do not. It is often a 
silent and sad secret that exists in Christian families and has typically been ignored by the Body of 
Christ in past years.

Nationally, more than 300 women were surveyed in the study, and the organization 
hopes to survey a total of 700 women by March 201 2. The group will announce its 
full findings at that time. 

According to Farah Tanis, co-Founder of the New York-based organization and co- 
author of the study, domestic and sexual abuse in the Black community often goes 
ignored, and the problem is only getting worse. 

"A similar study that was conducted by Black Women's Health Imperative seven 
years ago found that that number was about 40 percent," Tanis told NewsOne.

A former grade school teacher in the Los Angeles Unified School 
District has been charged with sexually abusing 20 students, 
allegations that follow closely on the heels of two other LAUSD 
teachers charged with molestation in 2012. 



Robert Pimentel, 57, who taught fourth grade in the district for 40 
years, is accused of molesting children during two time periods, one 
child from 2002 to 2004, and 14 from September 2011 to March 
2012. The investigation is ongoing. 
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The charges against Pimentel include eight counts of "substantial 
sexual conduct" and seven counts of "lewd and lascivious acts" on 
children under 14 years of age, according to court documents. All of 
the charges are felonies.

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Researchers Find Link Between Childhood Physical Abuse and Asthma in African Americans

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NATIONWIDE - Researchers have made a connection between childhood abuse suffered by African-American women 
and asthma which develops later in their lives. 

As part of the Black Women's Health Study at the Slone Epidemiology Center at Boston University, conducted from 1995 
to 201 1, a total of 28,456 women gave information on physical and sexual abuse suffered before age 11 , as well as 
between the ages of 1 2 and 1 8. 

The study found that an African-American woman who suffered abuse as a child saw her chances of developing asthma 
later in life increase 20 percent. 

The link between physical abuse and asthma was stronger than that seen between sexual abuse and asthma, 
researchers said. Physical abuse includes actions intended to injure a child, while sexual abuse includes actions intended 
for the gratification of the abuser. 

"This is the first prospective study to show an association between childhood abuse and adult-onset asthma," Patricia 
Coogan, the lead author of the report, said in a statement. "The results suggest that chronic stress contributes to asthma 
onset even years later." 

Coogan said childhood abuse causes stress that leads to "physiological consequences." The stress of living in an 
abusive situation takes a toll on the body, specifically "on the immune system and on airway development." 

"Given the high prevalence of asthma and of childhood abuse in the United States, the association is of significant public 
health importance," said Coogan, a senior epidemiologist at the Slone Epidemiology Center and an associate professor of 
epidemiology at the Boston University School of Public Health. 

The prevalence of asthma among Americans increased from 7.3 percent, or approximately 20.3 million people, in 2001 to 
8.2 percent, or 24.6 million people, in 2009.

Campbell. Ky„ has been booted from that post following a 

dispute with his ex-wife. Local police arrested Haas Wednesday night and charged him with stalking her and 

sending threatening emails in violation of a court-issued protective order. 

Sexual assault in the ranks "is going to make — and has made — the military less effective than it can be," President 
Obama said at a meeting of the nation's military leaders to focus on the issue. "It is dangerous to our national 
security." 

Only hours earlier, General Ray Odierno, the Army chief of staff, fired a volley at his troops on the subject "The 
Army is failing in its efforts to combat sexual assault and sexual harassment." Odierno said in a written message. "It 
is up to every one of us, civilian and Soldier, general officer to private, to solve this problem within our ranks." 

The Pentagon is scrambling to try to turn the situation around, but there is a growing sense in the building that the 
series of scandals is beyond the military's control. Defense officials desperately want the string of bad news to stop, 
but - like lEDs in Afghanistan - the chance of the next one blowing up is equal parts action and wishful thinking. 

Like the military's ongoing challenge of suicide in the ranks, there is no single fix. There's synergy at work here, 
defense officials suggest privately, and Obama agreed. "There is no silver bullet to solving this problem," the 
President said Thursday. "This is going to require a sustained effort over a long period of time." 

Nothing excuses sexual abuse, of course, but several things may help to explain it, U.S. military officers and 
veterans suggest:

The Roman Catholic Archdiocese of Los Angeles is to reveal 30,000 pages of 
confidential personnel files without blacking out the names of church leaders who 
knew about sexual abuse by priests. 

Archdiocese lawyer Michael Hennigan said the church had given up on its plan to 
redact the names and the files would be turned over to lawyers for abuse victims. 

The Associated Press and the Los Angeles Times, along with victims, went to court to 
force the archdiocese to reveal the names. 

The archdiocese agreed to a $660m (€488m) settlement with victims in 2007 that 
included revealing contents of the files, but wanted to keep many names secret, citing 
privacy rights of priests and others.

A jury convicted the 61-year-old Lynn last month of felony child endangerment for his oversight of 
now-defrocked priest Edward Avery, who is serving up to five years in prison after pleading guilty to 
sexually assaulting an altar boy in church. 

"I did not intend any harm to come to [Avery's victim]," Lynn said. "My best was not good enough to 
stop that harm." 

The scandal has forced changes in the church. The US Conference of Catholic Bishops has spent tens 
of millions of dollars on background checks for workers, assistance programmes for victims and 
training for children and teachers on identifying abuse. The bishops haev also pledged to remove all

Prosecutors filed 15 charges against 57-year-old teacher 
Robert Pimental on Wednesday involving 12 victims while 
police detectives note that he has also abused seven more 
children and an adult for which no charges have yet been 
filed, The Los Angeles Times reports Thursday. 

Pimental, a Los Angeles Unified School District 
(LAUSD) fourth grade teacher, is accused of 
"committing lewd acts and continual sexual abuse 
[fondling] of numerous students," the report states, 
quoting Los Angele Police Capt. Fabian Lizzaraga. 

The allegations, it adds, date back to March 2012, when 
LAUSD officials replaced principal of the elementary school 
where Pimental worked as it opened a probe into alleged 
sexual misconduct by what they would only refer to as a 
"male teacher." 

According to the report, the case is one "of the most serious" 
sexual abuse cases at a LAUSD elementary school since a 
similar case last year involving a teacher at the school 
district's Miramonte Elementary. 

"Former Miramonte teacher Mark Berndt, 61, faces 23 counts 
of lewd conduct and is being held in lieu of S23-million bail," 
the paper adds.

The Culture of Silence 
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The Sandusky Case illustrates well the prevalence of child sexual abuse and the pervasive culture of silence surrounding 
these crimes. The American Medical Association refers to sexual abuse as a "silent violent epidemic." The filing of 
charges against formerPennStateUniversityfootball coach Jerry Sandusky has led to a mass influx of media coverage. 
Tragically the ongoing rape and molestation of numerous children, whom Mr. Sandusky accessed through his charity for 
troubled young boys is now being referred to as a "Sex Scandal." 

It is regrettable that it takes a high profile crime to draw attention to an issue that impacts thousands of children each 
day. Even more tragic is the fact that a coach, in a position of respect and authority, as well as a university with a 
football legacy are involved and are defying the societal myths about perpetrators of child sexual abuse. 

Perpetrators of child sexual abuse gain access to children and use their positions of trust in many instances to be able to 
abuse and molest without detection. Perpetrators are skilled at creating a false sense of trust and often continue 
committing crimes just below the radar. What makes this case unique, however, is the attention focused on the inaction 
of many individuals and university officials who could have intervened more than a decade ago to prevent further abuse 
and address the needs of those who had already been victimized. Indeed, their silence served as a message condoning 
the abuse to the perpetrator, the victims, and the community. 

Sexual abuse against children, as well as adults is preventable. Our challenge as a society is to shift the responsibility 
for these crimes firmly where it belongs, with the offender! Until we truly step up and speak out against sexual abuse, 
and hold perpetrators accountable, regardless of their position or status in the community, we cannot truly begin to 
address the root causes. 

The following testimony is taken from the findings of the Investigating Grand Jury: 

o The assistant principal at a local high school testified that several students were left alone with Sandusky, who was "clingy" and "needy" 
when a young man broke off a relationship with him. 

We must educate adults about red flags and grooming tactics and give them the tools and confidence to question 
inappropriate behavior, regardless of criminality. 

o Testifying about the report of rape made to them by a witness, Athletic Director Timothy Curley and Senior Vice President for Finance and 
Business Gary Schultz characterized the assault as "horsing around" and "inappropriate sexual conduct."

Civil rights group ACLU finds evidence of systemic assaults on women held in detention facilities across America

Civil rights lawyers have uncovered evidence of widespread sexual abuse of detainees at immigration 
detention facilities across America in what they say is the systemic violation of a particularly 
vulnerable population. 

The American Civil Liberties Union has discovered details of 185 official complaints of sexual abuse 
that have been made against the main immigration authority in the US, Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement (ICE) since 2007- The ACLU, which obtained the details through freedom of information 
requests, believes that is just the tip of the iceberg. 

Most of the complaints involve allegations of abusive sexual advances made by male detention 
officers against female detainees.

The "Monitoring the Future" report has come out every year from the University of 

Michigan, reporting on the substance abuse habits and attitudes of teens. The 2010 

report states "It seems likely that young people are less concerned about the 

clangers of using [psychotherapeutic drugs like amphetamines, sedatives, 

tranquilizers, and narcotics other than heroin] outside of medical regimen, likely because they are widely used for legitimate purposes. 

Also, prescription psychotherapeutic drugs are now being advertised directly to the consumer, which implies both that they are used 

widely and are safe to use." This report also states that approximately 40 percent of high school seniors feet that it is easy or fairly easy to 

acquire prescription opiates to abuse. 




Aggressive Treatment of Pain Puts More Drugs on the Street 

Since 1 995, as there began to be a more aggressive attitude toward pain management by medical personnel, the opioid drugs in 
circulation increased and the number of people abusing these drugs followed. Between 1995 and 2010, opioid painkiller abuse deaths 
increased ten-fold. This class of drug ended up outstripping heroin and cocaine combined as a killer Rural American areas such as 
Kentucky, West Virginia and Tennessee were hit particularly hard. Some people who would never touch heroin feel that a prescription 
opioid is more acceptable.

The drugs most commonly traded were Ritalin, pain medication and diet 
pills And in February 201 1 , a sixth grade student in Arizona arrived at school with prescription drugs in his backpack which he then 
handed out to his fellow students.

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How To Deal With The Stigma of Addiction

The stigma of addiction can be very damaging. In 1 966, the American Medical Association 
classified alcohol abuse as a disease. Eight years later, the same was done for drug abuse. 
However, many people still consider addiction a matter of "willpower" or a moral failing. When 
you say "drug addict" to the average person, they immediately conjure images of a homeless 
man, living under a bridge, sticking needles in his arm. 

The stigma of addiction has been around for a long time. Alcoholics and drug addicts are 
usually scorned by their communities, and celebrities with addictions are often exploited by 
the media. Even though the government considers addiction a disease, efforts like the "War 
on Drugs" brand addicts as criminals. Even within the recovery community there is a 
tendency to, sometimes unconsciously, play into those stereotypes. People in the rooms of 
AA or NA will refer to themselves as "junkies," and we call a positive urinalysis "dirty." 

This stigma of addiction prevents many addicts from seeking treatment, and causes them 
and their families to be too ashamed to ask for help.

Prescription pain pills cost $20 to SG0. white heroin costs $3 to $10 a bag. Many young people who use heroin start off snorting the drug, and 
within weeks, most start shooting up* according to the news report. 

"Kids in the city know not to touch it but the message never got out to the suburbs," said Chicago Police Capt John Roberts, whose son died of a 
heroin overdose. He founded the Heroin Epidemic Relief Organization to help other families deal with teen heroin use. 

In 2009, the most recent year for which national data is available, 510 young adults, ages 15 to 24, died of a heroin overdose, up from 196 in 1999- 
Atmost 90 percent of teens who are addicted to heroin are white.

We can define substance 
abuse as behavior that can

Because alcohol is culturally accepted in most societies around the world, many people 
don't consider alcoholic beverages to be drugs in the same sense that cocaine or Valium 
are. But alcohol is a very powerful mind-altering drug that is also highly addictive for some 
people, so by the first definition, abusing alcohol counts as substance abuse. 

When most people think of substance abuse, they think of illicit drugs like marijuana, 
heroin, and cocaine, and indeed, these drugs are all psychoactive or pain-killing drugs. But 
taking prescription drugs without a doctor's supervision— the fastest growing form of drug 
abuse in America— can be dangerous and lead to dependence and health problems. 
Generally speaking, when we define drug abuse, we're defining any use of substances that 
offers a perceived benefit but will really only cause health and quality of life problems. 

In this sense, taking performance-enhancing drugs like anabolic steroids falls under the 
definition of drug abuse.

The National Institute on Drug Abuse (NIDA) tracks nationwide trends in substance abuse 
among teens and adults. The NIDA's sources are surveys that are all scientifically 
conducted by several independent organizations, including Monitoring the Future (MTF) 
and the National Survey on Drug Use and Health (NSDUH). 



According to surveys published between 2009 
and 201 1 , trends in drug abuse in the United 
States are up or down, depending on the 
substance in question. For example, a 2009 
NSDUH survey found that about 30.2 million 
people had driven a car under the influence of 
alcohol in the previous year. That's about 12% of 
the population. Despite nearly 20 years of 
intensive public education, we still have a lot of 
work to do in this area. 

Tracking drug abuse among teenagers is easier 
than tracking the same trends among adults. 
Unlike alcohol use, which can be tracked by 
public sales figures, illicit drugs are almost 
always hidden underground. One trick is to track 
emergency room admissions for drug-related 
health problems and drug rehab admissions. 




Nearly 2 Million Americans Seek Treatment for Substance Abuse Every year 

According to the Treatment Episode Date Set (TEDS), a network that tracks rehab 
admissions across America, 1.8 million people entered rehab in 2007. A 2008 NSDUH 
survey found that marijuana is the most abused drug after alcohol, used at least once per 
month by about 1 5 million Americans. Of those marijuana users, only about 250,000 were 
admitted to rehab that year. As high as these numbers are, they represent a steep drop 
from 25 to 30 million pot smokers in the late 1 970s.

Substance abuse has been a problem in the US for many years, and researchers have 
identified certain patterns that remain true today. Most people first use alcohol during 
adolescence, when their bodies are still growing and lifelong habits are forming. Those 
same developmental years are when some people first take illegal drugs as well. So 
monitoring substance abuse among teens is a fairly good barometer to predict future 
trends when those teenagers become adults. 

President Nixon's declaration of the War on Drugs in 1971 had the opposite effect of what 
he intended— substance abuse was widespread among adolescents during the 1 970s, and 
this rise in substance abuse resulted in large numbers of adults entering rehab in the 
1 980s and the rise in the US prison population in the last 30 years. Today, almost 1 in 1 00 
American adults are in prison, many of them for drug-related offenses. 



In 201 0, the US government 
spent $1 5 billion on the War 
on Drugs, bringing the overall 
total spent since 1971 to 
more than $1 trillion. But 
substance abuse and drug 
use continues to thrive, albeit 
with some trends going up 
and others coming down.

Substance Abuse for Teenagers Can Predict Adult Substance Abuse 

For many years, the National Institute on Drug Abuse (NIDA) has been tracking substance 
abuse in youth. A recent survey commissioned by the NIDA 201 2 and conducted by the 
University of Michigan's Institute of Social Research revealed some good news and some 
bad news. Overall substance abuse among teens is slightly up, but only because of a rise 
in marijuana use.

The twin problems of drug and alcohol abuse cost society billions of dollars per year in 
lost productivity, not to mention the emotional toll on families and victims. The medical 
profession has made great strides in treating alcohol and drug dependence so that today, 
several tested methods of treatment exist. As our understanding increases, we hold out 
hope that this plague will one day disappear all together. 

Health care professionals have categorized and studied the causes and types of 
substance abuse so that rehabilitation is considered a science today. According to the 
American Psychiatric Association (APA), in their standard guide Diagnostic and Statistical 
Manual of Mental Disorders (DSM), "substance use disorder" includes both "substance 
abuse" and "substance dependence". 




"Substance" in this context of course refers to 
whatever drugs or alcohol a person is taking to 
alter his or her conscious experience or 
perceptions. "Substance abuse" has become a 
popular catch phrase for all kinds of drug abuse 
and dependencies. 

So in popular parlance, substance abuse 
disorder is a behavioral pattern in which a 
person uses drugs or alcohol outside the social 
or cultural norms of the society in which the 
person lives. Under this definition, any use, even 
casual, of illegal drugs or controlled substances 
is considered substance abuse. 

The Official Substance Abuse Meaning Does 
Not Include "Addiction" 



But the DSM does not use the term "addiction." Subtle differences exist between the 
medical designations "abuse," "dependency," and "addiction," the latter generally 
considered to mean "compulsive substance use despite serious health and social 
consequences." "Dependence" is the more medical term and generally means the victim 
suffers from increased tolerance to the drug (needing more to get high) and physical 
withdrawal symptoms when the victim stops taking the drug. 
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A study published in the February, 2013 edition of the American Academy 
of Child and Adolescent Psychiatry reports what many substance abuse 

therapists and parents suspected - children with attention deficit 
hyperactivity disorder (ADHD) are more likely to abuse marijuana and 
cigarettes, and they are more likely to require the services of drug and 
rehab programs than their peers. 

The study tracked 600 children over a period of 8 years. By an average age 
of 1 5, 35 percent of children with ADHD reported use of one or more 
substances, compared to 20 percent of children without ADHD. By age 1 7, 
13 percent of the ADHD group reported smoking marijuana, and 17 percent 
reported daily cigarette use, compared to 7 and 8 percent of the control 
group, respectively. 

Perhaps most alarmingly, 1 percent of the ADHD study group met the 
diagnostic criteria for a substance abuse disorder, compared to only 3 
percent of the control group. Alcohol use between ADHD and non-ADHD 
kids was approximately equal, possibly reflecting easy access to alcohol. 

ADHD Medication Not Preventative 

In a finding contradicting previous evidence, the study reports ADHD 
medication has no effect on substance abuse rates. Children on ADHD 
medication are as much at risk as children who didn't take medication for

According to the Substance Abuse and Mental Health Services Administration, more 
American teens are dying from heroin than ever before. 

In 2009, 510 young people between 15 and 24 years old died from heroin overdoses, 
compared to only 198 in 1999. Heroin use among teens between 12 and 17 years old 
has grown 80 percent since 2002, and the number of teens in treatment for heroin 
addiction has likewise soared. Ninety percent of teens addicted to heroin are White. 

An Underappreciated Threat 

Many sheltered parents and kids in the suburbs do not realize how prevalent heroin 
has become, or how addictive and lethal the drug is-until it is too late. 

After retiring from the police force, former Chicago Police Captain John Roberts moved 
to the suburbs, believing it would be a safer place to raise a family. He never imagined 
that five years after moving, his son would die of a heroin overdose at age 19. In 2010, 
Roberts founded the Heroin Epidemic Relief Organization to help other families whose 
children are struggling with heroin addiction, and to increase awareness of the 
problem. 

Connection With Prescription Drug Abuse 

Many teens switch to heroin after becoming addicted to prescription painkillers like 
Oxycodone. Compared to prescription pills, heroin provides a stronger high and is 
much cheaper and easier to buy on the street. 

Prescription drug abuse among young adults is even more widespread than heroin 
abuse; in fact, in a recent survey carried out by the University of Michigan, one out of 
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In 1998 ( a federal law was passed by the United States Congress, entitled The Protection of Children from Sexual 
Predator Act of 799Swhich included a possible official definition of a serial killer as one who commits "a series of 
three or more killings, not less than one of which was committed within the United States, having common 
characteristics such as to suggest the reasonable possibility that the crimes were committed by the same actor 
or actors." But in no way does that even come close to identifying the complex brain and thought patterns that 
define a serial killer 

According to research conducted by a criminologist at Indiana University-Purdue University Indianapolis, serial 
killers may be to blame for as many as 1 times the amount of murders in the United States that they are charged 
with. While some may be caught and linked to seven different deaths, for example, there may be dozens more 
that have occurred over time that have gone unnoticed or fallen into cold case files. Hoards of missing people 
may have fallen at the hands of serial killers. There is little way of knowing how many victims a serial killer has 
under their belt unless they admit to it or the evidence is unearthed. When missing people are factored into United 
States murder count statistics, the number of serial killer victims per year falls around 1 82 to 1 ,832 people, 
according to Kenna Quinet, associate professor in the School of Public and Environmental Affairs at IUPUI, 

Raised to Kill 

The Federal Bureau of Investigation's website notes that serial killers are considered by most neurobiologists to 
be the outcome of many factors that occur throughout the killers lifetime. For example, in childhood, children are 
taught to "interact, negotiate, and compromise" with other children. If they fail to develop these abilities, they may 
begin to show signs of violence and lack of remorse even in their youth, both of which are strong indicators for 
criminal behavior The cycle of violence grows over time. Serial killers may hate women because they didn't have 
a good relationship with their mother They may sexually abuse children as a result of being sexually abused as a 
child themselves. There are hundreds of psychological motives for serial killers to grapple onto. 

Other indicators may include abusing animals. The American Humane Association 

has some shocking statistics on the link between animal abuse and domestic 

violence. According to their website. 71 % of pet-owning women entering women's 

shelters reported that their abuser had harmed, killed, or threatened family pets for 

revenge or to psychologically control victims with another 32% of the women 

reporting that their children had hurt or killed animals, A community policy dispatch 

newsletter drafted by the Community Oriented Policing Services relays the haunting 

words of a 1 6-year-old boy who was later convicted of killing his own mother, "I 

made my first kill today.

Some postulate that children that turn into serial killers later in life have a higher prevalence for wetting the bed. 
They may be bullied as children, awkward and alienated from their peers. As a gateway to more serious crime, 
they may partake in vandalism, theft, or fraud. They may be described as highly intelligent, even if they are 
undereducated. As they mature, they may have trouble securing a job. Yet, there are also serial killers that bare 
none of these characteristics. For example. Ted Bundy was considered a well-adjusted and even likeable man- 
He grew up as a popular child to both his peers and elders, gained a degree in psychology and attended law 
school, had multiple normal relationships with women throughout his life, worked as a government-hired crime 
consultant, and was even considered by his friends to be a worthy candidate for a political figure. Yet, the same 
man who seemed so amicable brutally murdered and raped 20 women, showing us that serial killers don't always 
fit the profile. 

Types and Motives of Serial Killers 

Holmes and DeBurger's Model of Serial Killers identifies four models of a serial killer. The visionary killer, mission 
killer, hedonistic killer, and power and control killer. The visionary killer is focused mainly on the act of killing
